f>,  ’ang  Chla-cheng,  Vice  Minister  of  Foreign  Affairs,  gave 
an  interview  to  Japanese  nowapanermen  today  on  the  collision  between 
Chinese  and  Koreans  at  \*angparehan,  15  miles  north  west  of  Changshun. 

He  said  the  government  woald  take  action  upon  the  receipt  of  and  official 
report  on  the  case,  declaring  that  it  is  unwarrantable  for  Japanese 
policemen  to  fire  shots  in  Chinese  territory. 
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
